The idea seems to put them in pr 
condition for a return to serious work, as 
is further shown by these lines referring, 
to Plow Monday, which was the Monday į 
following Twelfth Day: 
“Good housewives, whom God hath 

enough, 
Forget not the feasts that belong to the plow. 
The meaning is only to joy and be glad, 
For comfort with labor is fit to be had.” 

The celebration of Twelfth Night with 
the elegant and costly Twelfth-cake has 
much declined in the last half-century. 
In former days the confectioners’ shops 
were filled with cakes of all shapes and 
sizes for this purpose. 

One of the oldest shops in London is 
pointed out as bheing established in the 
time of George the First by Mr. Lucas 
Birch, who was succeeded by his son. The 
sign “Birch, Birch and Company,” is still 
over the door. The younger Birch was 
once Lord Mayor. 

The custom of masking has come down 
to the present day, and in some places 
in England we hear of an occasional 
Twefth-cake and King of the Bean, and 
of Twelfth Night Balls or masques held 
here and there. 

In modern Rome, the masquerading in 
the streets, and all the out-of-door amuse- 
ments are limited to eight days, during 
which the grotesque maskers pelt each 
other with sugar plums and bouquets from 
the balconies, down upon the maskers, in 
carriages or afoot; and they in turn, pelt 
the company at the windows. The con- 
fetti are made of chalk and flour. 

But the custom of giving masked balls 
on Twelith Night is not of any material 
importance in our country. It siinply gives 
an excuse for a little variety in the gaiety 
of the winter season, and an occasion to 
call a good time by another name. 

Youngsters who dance at a Twelfth 
Night party do not know a wheatfield 
from a corn bin, and as for wassailing” 
an apple tree, a weeping-willow would like- 
ly mislead them. 

Rut they can crown one of their number 
king, and deck themselves with long ears 
or horns, or a butterfly’s wings, and have 
as jolly a time as did their ancestors in 
England or France or Germany 200 or 
300 years ago.

Note what the 
girl learns, and if she becomes more com- 
petent and more capable and trustworthy 
than men applicants for such positions, 
what's the answer? 

The course in secretarial studies at Rock- 
ford gives the pupil English, Accounts, Com- 
merce, Commercial Law and Economic His- 
tory in her first year, and Political Science, 
English and Economics in her second year 
Shorthand and Typewriting are required in 
both years, and a few hours a week are re- 
served in each year for elective courses to 
be chosen by the pupil among offerings in 
French, German, Spanish and History 

As one writer says 
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We keep moving forward into an era of trained 
women as well as trained men. The extraor- 
dinary prolongation of financial infancy in the 
“middle class,” bringing with it an extraordinary 
postponement of marriage, makes this training 
particularly necessary in the case of the women 
of that class. But the contraction of the home 
as a field of adequate employment for daughters 
exists everywhere, increasing the cost of living 
for the family and driving daughters to supple- 
menting the tamily income. 

What futility, as well as indignity, there is in 
the idea that the query of support for women gets 
its full answer in a husband! 

In the United States, in the yrar 1900, among 
women twenty years of age and over, the un- 
married women and the widows together num- 
bered 6,900,000.
